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PUNCTUATION ON MARKS 
IN THE ARABIC TEXT 

The system of Qur'anic punctuation used in the Arabic script 
incorporates several kinds of sings or symbols indicating variations in 
methods of Qira'ah (or recitation of the Qur'an). The following table of 
symbols, known as th 'Alamcit al IVaq/ (or signs for Stops), gives a brief 
description of their meaning. 

O This symbol shows the end of a vers. Therefore, pause is must. 

" Waql Lazim- is the stop by which the word and meaning give a complete 
sense, and this is called complete stop because the utterance is 
complete and is separated from what follows. 

- iVaqf./a 'i:, cil Hiiqf Awla- may not stop at place indicated, but first 
preference is to stop. The Sufficient Stop is the one in which continuing 
or stopping is permissible; yet making a stop is preferable it is called 
sufficient, because it can stand by itself, independently of what follows, 
because it is not connected with it in words. 

^ Waq/' Ja 'iz- may or may not stop at place indicated (there is no 
preference). 

^' It is better not to stop here. 

y It is the breaking of the vice at a Qur'anic word for a brief moment 
without taking a breath at two counts (nearly two seconds). 

^ WaqfJa 'iz, al Wasl Awla- may or may not stop at place indicated, but 
first preference is not to stop. 

J It is better not to stop here. 

> Better to Stop. 

It is better to take a pause, 
i-" Stop vocal sound for a moment without breaking the breath.

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"The characteristics of Letters" 



The 'mode' of speaking a letter is called its characteristics. There are two types of 
characteristics:- 

(I) Compulsory characteristics. (II) Temporary cha ract eristics.) 

I) Compulsory Characterist ics:- If the recitation of such characteristics is not 
preformed the letter to be spoken is spoiled. 

II) Temporary characteristic:- If the articulation of these characteristices is not 
performed the letter itself is not ruined but its arliculatory beauty is impaired.

CONTROVERSIAL CHARACTERISTICS. 
There are five pairs ot controversial characteristics, with two characteristics in every 
pair. One characteristic of the pair is opposite to the other. No letter is without such 
characteristics but both from the same pair cannot come together in a single letter. 
From every pair only one characteristic occurs in every letter, therefore in every letter 
only five controversial characteristics can occur maximally. 
The five pairs are:- 
1:(JAHAR-HAMUS) 

I.Th to express prominently) In speaking such letters, the recitation of the 





sound should be powerfulenoughtostoptheprocessof breathing. In it less breating and 
more utterance of sound is perlormed. 

Hamus: (. ) (To hide) in vocailizing such letters, the recitation of the sound should 

be so weal^ that process of breathing still continues on. Ten letters of ( ^ ' •" 

)are hidden sounded and remaining nineteen are sounded prominently. 

2: (SHIDDAT-RAKHWAT):-

so iintense that te voice should be stopped. These are eitht letters of ( •" — ) 

Rakhawat:- (—»-.) (to be softended) in uttering such letters, the recitation of the sound 
should be so soft weak that the voice can be continuded without any break. The 
remaining sixteen letters are the delicately sounded letters except moderated letters. 
TAWASSUTMo deration:- (^)— ) These letters are pronounced in the middle of both 
The abovementioned letters i.e. Sometimes the voice can be stopped and sometimes it 
may continue. These are five letters of .-) 
3: (ISTELA-ISTEFAAL):- 

Istaela: (.'-> — ") (to be louder) in uttering such letters, the root of the tongue should be 
raised towards the palate (the roof of teh mouth). These are seven alphabets of . ) 

lstaela:-(. ) to be below) in emitting such letters the root of the tongue should not 

be raised towards the plate. Twenty two letters are l\^ustafilah (Below souned) except 
Seven letters of iviustaliah (lound sounded) 
4: (ITBAAQ-INFITAH):- 

Itbaaq:- (.. ) (to meet)in performing such letters the middel of the tongue should bo 

raised towards the palate to join with it. These are the four alphabets (- - .- 

InfitHh - (c ) (to open) In performing such letters, the middle of the tongue should 

not be raised towards the palate. After excluding four alphabets of Mutbaqa, 
remaining 25 letters (alphabets) are the letter of IVIunfateha 
5;(ISMAAT-IZLAAQ):- 

Ismaat: {- — ^)(to silent) In performing such letter, the sound should be strong and 
deep. Twenty three letters are IVIusmatah ( ■ ) . These letters cannot be articulated 
easily or hurriedly. 

Izlaaq:- (•^-) (to be pronounced easily or slippery alphabets) In uttering such letters the 
alphabets should be spoken qucikly and easily by using te edges of lips and the 
tongue. Four alphabes are H^uzailqah (— _-.-) 

NON CONTROVERSIAL CHARACTERISTICS:- These are the Characteristices that 
can or cannot be in a latter. The remaining six out of seventeen the non-controversial 
characteristics.

And when 
there is waqf (stop point), it should be even more prominent, for instance ( — — • ) 

(3) Lecn:- (^— ) (to be tender) These letters are pronounced with such a soft and tender 
sound that they can be affixed with a MADDAH if wanted by the reciter. These are the 
mute forms of ( o and (-■) after zabar (— ), for example ( j ) 

(4) TulshJ;- (_. ^ — ) (to spread) This characteristic is associated only with (--). While 

articulating (--) the air should be spread in the mouth. 

(5) Istetalat : ( ■ ) (to lengthen) This characteristic is related only to (--). To utter 

the sound becomes long gradullay and it reaches the end of the vocal organ. 

(6) lnhira(:- (— ■, ) (To deviate). It is the quality of (.) and (.). when reciting OtBlrgje 

deviates to the vocal point <_)and in reciting! -)itgoestotfievocalpointof( .). 

(7) Takreer:- — . ) (To repeat), This is associated only with the letter < .). While 

pronouncing ( ). a trembling or a shivering in the tongue can be felt and therefore the 
sound of I 1 soams repeated but it is not repeated in reality.
